The move to reduce the member- 


ship of the council causes no small 
amount o£ discussion, and, 
while 


many of the citizens look on it as a 
decidedly good plan, it is known on 
the other in and 'that a 
majority of 


the 
Portsmouth 
delegation 
are 


against the reduction of the 
hoard 


and it is said some argument will be 
'presented against it if it reaches the 
house for action. 


The bill, which calls for a reduc- 


tion in the beard of registrars ap- 
pears to :liave some good sound con- 
sideration by the Portsmouth 
law- 


makers who claim that such a large 
number of supervisors as 
is 
now 


elected every year is a useless ex- 


pense to the city in more ways than 
one, that the board could be reduced 
to five men, that is, one from each 
ward, 
and 
just 
as 
good 
results 


would come from a smaller board. 


The matter of a board of 
'public 


works seems to have 
brought 
out 


more interest than any other bill so 
far. framed to amend the city char- 
ter and there is-much talk for and 
against it but nobody can say what 
will -become of this bill until a lit- 
tle later. 


The bill to make one of the board 


of assessors act as clerk meets 
a 


general approval and 
would 
save 


the city some money. 


' Anyho'w, a good feature attached 
to the several bills for this city, if 
they should pass, is the 
fact that 


the people will have a chance to vote 
on them and the city council and gov- 
ernor will not say who will be the 
men to fill the places on the differ- 


ent boards or commissions.

Americans and other foreigners. To- 
day is a general holiday throughout 
Cuba and from all the six states men 
prorrinent in the political, commercial 
and social life of the island have gath- 
ered to attend the Inauguration.

The Italian bees were 


first imported in KSGO. 
Better tem- 


pered and more industrious than the 
Germans, they havo become very pop- 
ular T/ith apiarists, but as many still 
keep the German bee, and others 
have the hybrid formed by the cross- 
Ing of the two races, while countless 
Italians now have 
taken 
to the 


woods, there to breed more hybrids, 
It is clea'r that there is no sure way 
of distinguishing 
between the wild 


bee and the domesticated.—Outing.

Flavors of Honey. 


It is not generally known by the 


consuming public that Lhere are 'as 
many honey flavor:,, and just as dis- 
tinct, as flavors to apples and jiear.s, 
grapes, and other 
kinds of fruit. 


The average consumer seems to have 
the idea that any honpy that does 
not taste like what was produced 
"off from the old farm" is bogus. A 
person reared in a basswood-clover 
district regards as impure a honey 
that is mild in flavor, like the moun- 
tain s:agc of California; indeed, he 
very often will class it as nothing 
more nor less than sugar syrup. The 
unsophisticated in a buckwheat dis- 
trict feel a suspicion toward 
any- 


honey that docs not have the char- 
acteristic taste and color of that sec- 
tion. 
Another, who is occustomed 


to the delightful, ininty taste ..of al- 
falfa can scarcely be persuaded to 
believe that a willow-herb or a pa'.- 
metto honey is the ;.enulne product 
from the hive. 


Throughout this broad domain we 


find that bee-keepers hav» been cat- 
ering to the peculiar flavor to which 
the locality is accustomed to such an 
extent that the 
consumer 
thinks 


there is hut one llavor to honey. Mr. 
Solser says that he ran not sell for 
his bottling trade anything but a 
clover honey; indeed, be will reject 
anything that has any b.isswood or 
other flavor in the clover, "because." 
he says, "my trade won't have it."— 
Gleanings in Bee Culture.

The level of this ground was loo lov;. 
so truckloads of refu.se wmv "duniijed" 
on it to br::it; it to the necessary level. 
A large proportion of ibis refuse con- 
sisted of rotting vegetation, and in the 
(.•oursc of a little time it beat-3d to 
such 11:1 extent thai combustion .-x-t 
in and started not. only a smoldering 
fire, but ilanir.'ri actually burst through 
the ground. 


Attempts were made to quell this 


fire, and it waa thought, after several 
weeks of hard work and tons of water, 
that it had been put out. What was 
the surprise, however, to see it break 
out. afresh in another place and nearer 
the '••ration. Fears then began to be 
felt for I!,.; safety uf ihe station build- 
ings, especially as the main double 
line to important coast and country 
towus led through it. 


Fresh energy was then brought to 


bear, and much more water was pour- 
ed on this lire, which seemed to have 
its stronghold in the bowels of the 
earth, but from the volume of steam' 
and smoke issuing from innumerable 
crevices it was seen that the flre dem- 
on was resisting all efforts and was 
slowly creeping nearer and nearer to 
the foundations of the railway station. 


It was now whimpered and soon be- 


came known that die station had orig- 
inally been built upon a sort of shale, 
which came out of the mines in the 
near neighborhood years ago. These 
shale mounds have been known to take 
years burning right through, and the 
stench 
from them 
is anything 
but 


pleasant. 


Now, when it became known that 


the fire referred to was gradually eat- 
ing its way to the foundations of the 
station, a mild sort of alarm began to 
be felt, not only by 'tne railway com- 
pany, but the aristocratic' passengers 
who daily use this suburban station. 
For the mines have been worked out, 
and hundreds of beautiful villas have 
arisen out of their ashes—so to speak. 


The fire- gained ground every day, 


until by and by it reached beneath one 
of the platforms, and any day there- 
after might be "seen the novelty of a 
crowd of people waiting on a platform 
from the chinks and crevices of which 
were arising iu many places jets ot 
steam from the fire below. 
Such a 


volume of water was kept continually 
playing upon it that actual flames 
were prevented from showing above 
ground; but any casual observer'could 
?ce the evidence of the great heat 
below. 


In time it was observed that the 


foundations o? the station were set- 
tling and cracking and twisting in 
many places and all sorts of efforts 
had 
to be resorted 
to to keep 
the 


buildings from bcinn; permanently in- 
Jurcd. 
At 
this present 
moment, as 


these lines are being penned, the fire 
has reached under the main line of the 
track and it is one of the curiosities 
of the neighborhood to see the jets of 
steam and smoke issuing from Be- 
tween the -.leapers. 


It is a foregone conclusion that the 


fire cannot be extinguished, and it is 
being left to have its own swee'. way 
and burn itself out. When this will 
happen nobody knows, -as there is a 
large part of the foundation of the sta- 
tion not yet reached; and as this has 
been going on for many months, it is 
quite probable 
that this fire In the 


bowels of the earth will go on sapping 
under thfl station until the buildings 
tumble about the passengers' ears.— 
Tit-nits.

DIMINUTIVE REPUBLICS. 


Several Countries Are Smaller Than 


Panama. 


Most of the independent states ot 


South America louk small to us on thy 
map, 
so that when we hear of thu 


secession of :i narrow neck of isth- 
mian territory from the Republic ot 
Colombia we feel sure that, it must bu 
an insignificant principality that hus 
been created. Compared with our own 
vast nation, Panama is certainly very 
small; yet it is larger than four other 
independent states of the Western 
world, and very much larger than the 
smallest states of Europe. 
Of these 


latter, Monaco is the most diminutive, 
w i t h its eight square miles. 
Despito 


its limited area, it has its own coin- 
age, postage stamps and troops, tha 
latter numbering five officers and sev- 
enty men. 
It has also three towns— 


Condamine, 
with 
6.1:18 inhabitants; 


Monte Carlo, with :!.794. and Monaco, 
with .'1,292. The principal industry of 
the principality, as everybody knows. 
is the systematic absorption of private 
revenues. ' San Marino, tho oldest re- 
public in the world, has an area of 
twenty-three square miles and a popu- 
lation of fl,;'HT. Among the other Euro- 
pean countries that, are smaller than 
Panama are Denmark (exclusive of 
her colonies), Belgium. Switzerland 
and the Netherlands. 


For Use in the Sick Room. 


One of the greatest trials in caring 


for a sick person who is utterly help- 
less is the changing of the bed linen, 
when help is necessary in lifting the 
sufferer while the clothing is removed 
from the bed and replaced with fresh 
sheets. The duty is so tedious and so 
often accompanied by increased suffer- 
ing on the part of the patient that it 
!s apt to be postponed as long as pos- 
sible and only undertaken when it 
can be no longer put off. In the hos- 
pitals, where everything is provided to 
lighten the burden of caring for the 
sick, and where plenty of aid can be 
had from persons trained in the work, 
this duty is not so much to be dreaded 
and yet even there, as in the private 
house, the apparatus recently designed 
by a German inventor and shown in 
the illustration would greatly lighten 
the labor, as well as add greatly to 
the patient's comfort. 


This device is nothing less than a 


Elevates tho Patient, 


wind-lass, designed to raise the body 
from the bed and hold it in suspen- 
sion until the change has been com- 
pleted.

Fijian Fire Walkers, 


Those who witnessed the coronation 


procession will doubtless recollect a 
small group of copper-colored soldiers 
with bare legs anil outstanding hair 
innocent of covering. Those strange 
people—Fljtans—and 
their 
ancient 


ceremony of the Vilavllalrcvo, or fire 
walltlng. were the subject of a paper 
read by W. L. Allardyce, C. M. G., at 
a meeting of the Royal Colonial Insti- 
tute recently. Admiral Sir N. Bow- 
den-Smith presided. 


The ceremony of fire walking, Mr. 


Allardyce explained, is performed by 
a certain tribe at. the Island of Bega, 
and originated in a legend that in re- 
ward for having spared the life of a 
man lie had dug out of the ground, 
one Tui Qualita was invested with the* 
power of being able to walk over red- 
hot stones without being burned. An 
earth oven i.i made and filled with, 
layers of wood and stone. 
In this a 


fire is kindled about twelve hours be- 
fore the fire walking takes places, 
and, when the hot stones have been 
exposed by brushing away the char- 
c.oal the natives, under thr> direclloa 
of a master of ceremonies, walk over 
them barefooted. 


The temperature at the edge of tha 


oven is about 120 degrees Fahrenheit, 
while on one occasion, when the ther- 
mometer 
was suspended 
over 
tbo 


stones, it registered 282 degrees and 
the solder was melted. 
Yet, stated 


Mr. A'llanlyce, after the coreruony I he 
natives show no signs of the terrible 
ordeal through which they have gona 
By means of a number of view., tha 
lecturer gave a realistic idea of tba 
ceremony as performed nowadays.

witnessed by himself. Although tho.-.a

give of the apparent immunity from 
harm following on the process was 
that soles of the feet of the natlvos 
were hardened to an unusual degree 
through constant walking on a sandy 
HO!] covering coral, which became ex- 
ceedingly hot uucler the sun. There 
was also the element of absolute be- 
lief by the natives in the legend that 
they were proof against fire.—London 
Standard.

steel harpoons and lines of hemp— 
and the industry 'pays chiefly because 
such labor is so cheap, being paid foe 
lu goods and necessaries of life. A3 
has been the experience with aborig- 
inal races .elsewhere, the Esquimau, 
can no longer return to his primitive 
condition of existence. He would cer- 
tainly starve if he did, and, therefore, 
he must rely on tha white man, to1 


whom he becomes a dependent—• 
slave, Indeed, in all but the name. 


At Kekkerton the factor is a Mr. 


Mulch, a Scotchman, who for twenty* 
seven years has remained wedded to 
his solitary existence. The Blackheaul 
station is controlled by Mr. Sheridan, 
a German, who has been thirty years 
there. Both have amassed considera- 
ble wealth, but evince no Inclination 
to return to the. outer world, with all 
the marvels of science and art whlcli 
have marked the advancement of tha 
last generation.
